TAXATION. 


Startling1 Figures Showing 


the Inequalities of Tax- 
ation Under Quay Ma« 
chine Rule. 


The Farmer and Worldiifrinen 


Compelled to J>ay $2.04, While 
tlie Corporations Pay JJut One 
Penny. 


Mr. Wanamaker, in a speech delivered 


at Tluutiugdon on Oct. 19, had the fol- 
lowing to say upon the subject of taxa- 
tion : 


I have been waiting for an opportunity 


like this to say something more to the 
farmers and labeling men of Pennsyl- 
vania about taxation. 


In my Williams Grove address on 


Sept. 1, 1 declared that the people, and 
especially the farmers, were unjustly 
taxed. 
I stated that thiough legisla- 


tion passed by the Quay machine there 
was unjust disciimination in favor of 
corporations, and that tbe masses were 
forced to bear an unequal burden of 
state taxation, and I want to reiterate 
those statements again to-night, and to 
present to you specific proof of their cor- 
rectness. 


The statements that the farmers paid 


too much tax have been challenged in 
public speeches by the Republican candi- 
date for governor and the llepubhcan 
state chairman. 


.Nominee W. A. Stone, in his Pifcrsburg 


speech on Sept 7, in the coutse of bis re- 
ply to assertions made by me, said : 
"There is not a corporation in Pennsyl- 
vania that ever for one moment realized 
that it was the favorite of the Republi- 
can party" (meauiug the Quay machine). 
Speaking ol our tax system he declared : 
"This is a great triumph for the Republi- 
can party, and one ot which all Republi- 
cans should feel justly proud;" and, 
continuing, hesud: "It seerns to me 
that it would be much easier to prove 
that farooeia, laboreis and rnerba.nics 
are the favorites of the Republican par- 
ly, \vho have been so highly favored by 
its lesislation."

The subject of taxation is a vast and 


complex question, but there are phases 
of it and facts concerning it that can be 
reduced to simple, practical and con- 
vincing propositions. 
And specifically 


and with varied figures I want to pre- 
sent some of them to you. 


In this argument when I make use of 


the word "corporations" I mean those of 
that class that have the right to con- 
demn and take private property for their 
own use, mieh as steam railroads which 
pay no local taxes for county, township, 
school or road purposes upon their road- 
bed and other property used in the oper- 
ation of their franchise 
And also other 


great combinations of corporate wealth, 
such aa pools and trusts and companies 
capitalized at nnllious, all of which main- 
tain armies of agents and lobbyists to 
invade and surround legislative bodies, 
whether national, state or municipal. 


Candidate Stone tells the faimers of 


the state that the corporations pay the 
entire cost of running tbe state govern- 
ment, and also the appropiiatiooe to 
public schools. This stateme-itisgrossly 
untrue, as is shown in the last official 
record of the state tieasurer. 


The total receipts of the state treasury 


for 1897 were $12 473,070 17 
Of this 


sum the entire amount leceived from all 
sources, from all corporations, including

with the tax on bank stock, waa only 
$6 044,131 07, or about 50 per cent, of the 
cost of running the state and paying the 
school appropriations. 
This demon- 


strates Candidate Stone's misrepresenta- 
tion No. 1 


Candidate Stone says that corporations 


are taxed higher in Pennsylvania than 
they are in other states. This statement 
is untrue. For this purpose of. proving 
the falsity of Mr. Stone's assertion I 
will compare the tax law of our state 
wish that of New irork.' 


TAXES IN SEW YORK. 


In New York state every dollar of cor- 


porate property is taxed, yet our own 
ex-anditor general, Jerome B. Niles, in 
a public speech delivered in 1893, made 
the astonishing statement that there 
were from $200,000 000 to $600,000,000 of 
railroad property in Pennsylvania that 
pays no tax whatever, either locally or 
to the state. In New York state the 
dollar o,f value is the basis'upon which 
taxes ara levied, real and personal, and 
no corporation of any kind can escape 
paying Us share of taxes. But, by the 
statement of ex-Auditor General Niles, 
in Pennsylvania, through discriminating 
legislation passed by the machine, and 
purchased by the corporations, one-half 
billion dollars' worth of corporate prop- 
erty escapes all taxation. The fairest, 
way to show the diflerence in taxation 
of steam railroads between Pennsylvania 
and New Tork is to take tbe trunk lines 
and lateral railroads that lead out of 
Pennsylvania into New York, and com- 
pare the taxes they are compelled to pay 
in each state. 


Tha Northern Central railroad, from 


Williamsport to the New York state 
line, near Elmira, a distance of 70 miles, 
does not pay one cent of taxes upon its 
roadbed and other real estate used in 
the exercise of its franchise in the Penn- 
sylvania counties of Lycoming, Tioga 
and Bradford, representing a value of 
$2,000,000. 
But when il reaches the 


township of Soutbport, Chemung coun- 
ty, New York, it contributes in taxes to 
that township 9372 40. Passing through' 
the corner of Southport, through the 
city of .Elmiia, into tbe township of 
Horsebeads,-it pays to, that township 
8637.52. It touches the corner of Catlin 
and pays $86 64, and enters the township 
of Veteran, In the same county, and pays 
to the township treasury $1,038 80. Then 
it passes through the counties of Schuy- 
ler, Yates and Ontario on to Niagara j 


Falls, paying at the same rate in all the 
counties named. 


Then again take the Eehigh Valley 


railroad, which does not pay one cent of 
tax oc its roadbed and other real estate 
for local purposes from the Delaware 
river at Easton through the counties of 
Northampton, Lehigh, Carbon, Lnzcrne, 
Wyoming and Bradford. 
When it 


reaches the township ot Van Ellen, iu 
the atate of Xew York, it contributes 
SI ,902 33 to thai township treasury. 


ANOTHER JLT.USTRATJOX. 


Then take the Delaware and Lacka- 


wanna railroad, which contributes noth- 
ing to the local treasuries in Pennsyl- 
vania. When it reaches tbe township of 
Ashland, New York, only touching one 
corner, it contributes $223 GO toward 
township taxes. 
To tbe township of 


Elmira it pavs 4425 82, to the city of 
Elmira $1,199 70, to Horseheads $920 00, 
to Big Flats SI,157 20, and so on to every 
township it passes through. 


Then take the Tioga branch of the 


Erie railroad, which runs through Tioga 
county, Pennsylvania, and does not pay 
one dollar on its 50 miles of roadbed iu 
that county. When it reaches South- 
port, in the state of New York, on a 
valuation of 863 000 it pays to the town- 
ship treasury $441. 


Then the Fall Biook railroad and 


leased lines, which pay nothing on their 
roadbed in the state of Pennsylvania, 
the moment it reaches the township of 
Lindley, in Xew York state, contributes 
$1.500 to the local tieasury of that town- 
ship. 


It should be remembered that, in Xew 


Yoik all these railroads, in addition to 
the local taxes specified, pay also a state 
tax fpr tbe general purposes of atate 
government. 
Yet all the railroads I 


have mentioned pay no more or no less 
in the state of New Yoik than the farm- 
er, merchant, manufacturer, or the 
money lender on their dollar. So again 
Candidate Stone's statement that corpo- 
rations pay more taxes in I'ennsylvania 
than in other states is proven false. 


This is Candidate Stone'a misrepresen- 


tation number 2 


Again. Candidate Stone asserts that 


the corporations in Pennsylvania pay 
their full and equal share of, taxes. 
Now, under our state law, they pay but 
four mills on the dollar of their capital 
stock (not counting the $500,000,000 that 
escapes altogether); but does not every 
farmer here know tbat be pays from 15 
to 25 mills on every dollar of bis capital 
stock'{ This proves the falsity of an- 
other of Mr. Stone's statements. 


This is misrepresentation number 3. 


VAllMBRS IN OTHEB STATES. 


Again. Candidate Stone asserts that 


the farmers of Pennsylvania are no more 
heavily taxed than those of other states. 
Yet the average tax ia Pennsylvania on 
your land, for the past ten years, has 
been from 15 to 30 mills on the dollar, 
while in New York slate it has averaged 
from three to ten mills on the dollar, and 
in some townships and cities in that 
state almost the entire local taxes are 
paid by tbe corporations. This prove? 
the falsity of Mr. Stone's statements, 
and is misrepresentation number 4. 


I might continue the list of his misrep- 


resentations on this subject almost in- 
definitely, but time will not permit. 
You farmers who live m interior coun- 
ties do not fully understand the way you 
are discriminated against, but the tarm- 
ers who live along the New York state 
line, in the counties of Erie, Warren, 
McKean, Potter, Tioga, Bradford and 
Susquehanna realize how the machine 
made laws of Pennsylvania take the bur- 
den off of the corporations and place it 
upon the backs of the tillers of the soil. 


All along the potheru border the farms 


in New York state are more valuable 
than those of the same size and kind in 
Pennsylvania. 
A $5,000 farm in the 


state of New York is not taxed to ex- 
ceed $25, while the adjoining farm in 
Pennsylvania of the same value pays 
from $05 to $85. And it is something 
New York farmers cannot understand 
why railroads in Pennsylvania are not 
made to assist in paying local taxes, and 
why Pennsylvania farmers support a po- 
litical system that compels them to pay 
20 mills on their dollar, while railroads 
pay only four mills on their property. 


Through the machine passed and cor- 


poration protecting legislation of our 
state the corporations are favored to the 
extent of millions annually, which is 
paid by the farmer, land owner and 
laborer. 


The evasions and exemptions allowed 


to corporations from the law requiring 
them to pay four mills tax on the dollar 
are enormous, and I believe that a thor- 
ough and faithful enforcement of the 
provisions und even the present unjust 
tax law would put millions of money in 
tbe state treasury. 


SOME OFlflCIAI. FIGURES. 


For example, tbe last report of the 


secretary of internal affairs, for 1897, 
showed the cost of all corporations ot 
this class (railroads) in Pennsylvania to 
be $1,553,072313. 
The total cost ol 


equipments owned by the railroads was 
$189,404,266. Stocks and bonds owned 
b> railroads, $282 655 S15 ; cash and cur- 
rent assets, $90,302,209 ; other assets, 
$200,508.217, making a total of $2315,- 
942,880. Taking tbis to represent the 
cash' value of tbe capital stock of these 


roads, and multiplying this sum by four 
n.ills.lhe rate the law requires, you have 
what the great railroad 
corporations 


alone should pay into the stale, amount- 
ing to $9 203,761. Yet the taxes paid by 
corporations of all kinds—big and little 
—together with the tax on gross receipts 
of corporations, and the tax on bank 
stocks amount to only $0,044,131 67, 
showing a discrepancy upon this too 
:iberal basis of $3 11!) 631, which in some 
manner the corporations are relieved 
From paying. 


Now, farmers, you ought to ask Can- 


didate Stone, who declares that there is 
no discrimination in lavor of corpoia- 
tions, to account for this shortage ol 
more than $;i 000.000. 


But the loss of that vast sum of money 


is not a commencement of the injustice 
heaped upon the farmers by the present 
machine made tax system, since the 
same amount of properly—$2315 9H.8SO, 
the value of railroad stock and invest- 
ment—in the,liandsof the farmer is taxed 
live times as much, or H6 318,805. 


The lailroads in this ollioiai* valuation 


pay only $5 443 120 47, making » balance 
against, you under this system that Mr. 
Slone calls equitable of $40 870,736. 


But experts say that the value of rail- 


road property in Pennsylvania is double 
its assessed valuation, or nearly $o 000,- 
000,000. If this be true, then the rail- 
roads are paying about one mill ou their 
dollar, while you tanners are paying 20 
mills on yours. 


In Tioga county last spiing I was in- 


formed that $13 000 000 ot farming prop- 
erty m that county pays $325,000 annual- 
ly, while the same amount of railroad 
and mining properties pay less than $12, 
000, as shown by the county treasury, a 
disciirnmation against the farmer ot 
$313,000. 


A KKMKDV ^IXiGKSrKD. 


The dollar of value should be the basis 


upon which taxes are levied. The man 
owing $1,000 worth of property, either in 
railroads, farming land's or corporate in- 
terests, should pay ten times as much 
tax as the man who owns but $100 worth. 


No taxable property should be given 


advantages or concessions in tbe hands 
of one owner that the like property oi 
value does not receive in the hands of 
every other owner. A full assessment 
ot all properly should be made, and an 
impartial indiscrimmaling tax should be 
imposed. 


The assessed valuation of property in 


Pennsylvania, real and personal, accord- 
ing to the last census, that of IS90, was, 
in round numbeis, $0,300,000,000. Ac- 
cording to the best expert authority the 
actual valuation of real and personal 
pioperty m Penusjlvanu at the pres- 
ent lime is $10 000.000 000. If Ihe value 
of assessable pioperty is $10,000,000,000, 
the present lax rate of tour nulls (thai 
corporations are supposed to pay, but do 
not, though il is only about one-tilth the 
rate the fanners pay) would yield $40,- 
000,000 to the state annually, or about 
three add one-half times the amount col- 
lected under the present law. 


This would pay the running expense 


of the slate government and give the 


300,000 to public tcbools that is now 


allowed, and leave $2S 000,000 to be paid 
back to counties to aid in reducing, or 
wiping out enlirely, local taxat on. 


Nothing is plainer than that the heavy 


burden of taxation borne by certain in- 
terests results alone Irom the tolal oi 
partial exemptions granted vast corpor- 
ate interests, as the result ot machine 
legislation. 


The resources of Pennsylvania are so 


vast and her wealth so great that, if each 
dollar of property paid Its just share, 
taxation would be so light that it would 
scarcely be felt by any. But the ma- 
chine paid speakers will reply to this 
statement by telling the farmers thai 
Wanamaker advocates a tax system that 
will place (we will say for argument) a 
four mtll tax on their lands. To this I 
want to say, yes, I favor the placing ol 
a four mill tax on your lands and youi 
homes, if by so doing I cen strike off the 
20 mill tax tbat the machine made laws 
now compel you to pay. 


I believe I ran do no greater service to 


the people of my state than help to 
change the perpetual machine laid mort- 
gage of 20 mills for a reasonable and 
moderate tax rate of four mills or less.

The writer is one of tho foremost mem- 
bers of the Philadelphia Bar: 


Editor P«6£i'c Ledger—Sic: As many 


independent voters are apparently in 
doubt as to whether to vote for Dr. 
Swallow or Mr. Jenks, a statement of 
someof the reasons which will lead many 
of the Sound Money Democrats to vole 
for the latter may be of interest. The 
flrst is that the powers conferred and the 
duties imposed upon the Governor of the 
State are of such transcendent import- 
ance tbat the question of personal fitness 
should be given predominant weight ii. 
the choice. In point ot fact, the olliceof 
Governor is of smguilarly little conse- 
quence relative to party polities.. He has 
but little patronage, and in recent years, 
at least, he has not been a party leader. 
But, 
he has a controlling inlluence 


in the making and amending of the laws 
of the State, which teally come home to 
the people 
Every one who knows any- 


thing knows that the laws which govern 
the tenure of yoperty, by which every 
man holds his house uud his poods, which 
relate to the effect and enforcement of 
contracts, to taxation, to schools, to 
roads and all the interests which really 
enter into our daily lite, are Suite laws. 
But the Governor is a co-ordinate part 
of the law-making power, which is <iu- 
thon/.ed not only to amend and alter the 
statute books, 'out ,ilso the great body of 
unwritten law which is our guide and 
snleguard in all our affairs. His influ- 
ence, in puictice, is much more weighty 
than would naturally be inferred from 
the fact that his veto only makes neces- 
sary the.vote of two-thirds ot the mem- 
bers of the Legislature, instead of one- 
half. At Ilarnaourg,Hsiu Washington, 
the Te Deum ot Speaker Heed may be 
sung, for neither the House nor the Sen- 
ate is any longer a ' deliberative body." 
But when the Governor sends a well 
considered statement of the reasons why 
he withholds his signaline from a bill it 
13 rare indeed, that the good sense of the 
members does not assert itself and sus- 
tain his objections. 


Xow, when it h remembered that at 


the session of 1S97 over 100 new statutes 
were enacted, making up a volume of 
over oUO pages, it is apparent that the 
incessant tampering w:lb our laws ia an 
imminent danger to every property own- 
er and to eveiy taxpayer. 


It so happens also that while the Gov- 


ernor makes few oiiginal appointments, 
lie is requited to 111! vacancies occurring 
ou the Bench, it is greatly to the credit. 
of Governor Hastings that he always in- 
vited and welcomed the aid of the mem- 
bers ot the B<ir in making bis selections, 
because once on the Bench election nat- 
urally follows. It is to his wisdom, 
therefore, that the people of Philadel- 
phia are indebted for the fact that we 
now have in our Courts of Common 
I'leas Judges Mcifiebael, Bciller, Auden- 
ried and Wiltb.itik. It would assuredly 
be worse than a woik of supererogation 
to point out what it means to every eiti- 
/.en of Philailplphi.i to have Judges of 
capacity and character, rather than cuch 
as Mr. Croker proposes to indict upon 
the ueople of Xew Yurk. 


Oddly enough, the function which 


gives the title ot Chief Executive is, for 
the most part, apparently dormant; but 
there are emergencies when it has a ter- 
rible meaning. When calamities like 
the Homestead and Hazletou tints come 
upou us, it then depends upon the cour- 
age and the wisdom of the Governor 
whether they are to be confined in their 
operations or allowed to overthrow the 
foundations of social order. 


Without enlarging upon these consid- 


erations, all commonplace and all on the 
surface, but often ovei looked and often 
forgotten, it must b j conceded by evtry 
one who pauses to lellect that the li'St 
and fundamental questions as to the can- 
didate for the high clli :e of Governor of 
the Commonwealth ot Panusylvania are 
those of Jefferson : Is be capable 'f

Duttera contracted to furnish atone for two 
miles of the Hanover and Littlestown pike 
and for macadamizing East and VYttBtKing 
streets in Littlestown. In points of prompt- 
ness in delivery, and quality of atone Bur- 
gess B. S. Seiaa pronounced the contract 
most satisfactory. In 1887 Mr, Duttera 
purchased the farm on which he resided 
and soon after erected a handsome private 
residence near his farm buildings which 
were then occupied by a tenant. Mr. 
Duttera and hie estiaiable wife had scarce- 
ly moved into their beautiful new home 
when death claimed her wbo had been a 
loving companion for about ten years.

Mr. Duttera subsequently changed his 
naiad ixnd bought bEick his private resi- 
dence along with two acres of land adjoin- 
ing it. He also erected a numbpr of ho urea 
ior the accommodation of the factory em- 
ployee. In 18U3 Mr. Duttera purchased 
the coal business of J. A. liebert and con- 
tinued it nufcil aomc time after his election 
to the Assembly in 38U4.

sembly in 1894, and hia ultimate election, 
wae a victory for the people aa well aa tho 
candidate.

He reached Cemetery 


Hill and was one of the five out o£ the 
thirty-six of his company who responded 
to roll-call on July 2d, 1863. That day he 
was placed among the reserves in Xiegler'a 
Woods. 
On July 3d he and his comrades 


were placed in position with other troops 
under command of gallant 
Hancock, 


There he was during the terrible artillery 
duel of that day. 
There he was bravely 


fighting when IJickett and hia men made 
tlieir famous charge.

I have no 
data to determine exactly what the sav- 
ing is, but 1 venture the assertion that a 
too of pork can be made Tram pi^s six to 
seven months old, for one-third less 
money ths.a from uiaturn hosrs, says 
Waldo F. Brown, ia Pmxllcul Farmer. 
Probably the best reason I can Rive fur 
this is, that ia adding one hundred Ion. 
to the weight of a pig after it reaches 
2<iO Ibs , you must furnish food for sup- 
port to repair the waste of the iOO Ibs. 
while adding the extra weight. Again, 
tbe gain in ttie tirst place is made up of 
growth as wetl as fat to a much greater 
extent tnan when hops near maturity 
are fed. The risk of loss t'roia disease 
is reduced at least iu proportion to the 
shortest time the kojrs ar« fed, and I be- 
lieve even more than this, i'oc i find it 
easier to keep young grow-ias: iio^s thrif- 
ty than those of mature Hge. Tli«n> is 
also a saving iu labor, for every farmer 
knows that there ia a large auiouui. of 
hard work in feeding hogs mat must be 
attended to every day, arsd it is much | 
easier to i'eeti 200 days thaa 400.

Pennsylvania Volunieers, tells this story 


"The men held DeJ^acy in such re;j;an 


that his advice or request; to them was a 
all times obeyed. At Gettysburg I wa; 
a sharpshooter oa the iirst day, and wa; 
shot through the right arm, at or nea 
the MuFuerson barn. When the regi 
ment was hotly engaged along th 
Ctiiimberaburg pike I went into the barn 
about the time that the rebels drove 
One Hundred and Fiftieth Pennsylvania 
back, and the One Hundred and Forty 
third Pennsylvania changed i'rout to the 
left and rear, to meet the attack on thei 
left. I witnessed the color sergeant and 
colors of the One Hundred aud Forty- 
third go down and at that moment I saw 
Sergeant DeLacy and heard him call out 
to Major Conyngham to rally the regi' 
njeufc on the colors, which was done and 
the colors were saved. 
. "Company A was deployed on Hie 
skirmish line May 5, ISM., and we opened 
the Wilderness light. The woods were 
so dense that .it was impossible to pre- 
serve our alignment and the regiment 
soon after it became engaged was com- 
pelled lo fall back, owing to its flanks 
being turned on the hill in tbe rear of 
the Iirst position. DeLacy rallied the 
regiment, or that portion of it that fell 
back across the swale. Soon after that 
time the regiment all fell back to the 
field, where we re-formed, and the brig- 
ade soon after made a charge to the left; 
of the first position, where their regi- 
menc became hotly engaged aud fought 
until dark. 


"Just before dark Sergeant IlubSogle 


was shot through the right breast. De- 
Lacy rushed to him, picked him up aud 
carried him off the field. On the morn- 
ng of May 0 the battle was renewed 
with terrible impetuosity, and DeLicy- 
was with us urging the boys on, and 
holding them steady under the -terrible 
Dra. In the afternoon of the 6th we 
fought at the.,Cross Roads, where De- 
Lacy led the charge that recaptured the 
works, which tha enemy had taken from 
the Union soldiers of another command. 


"DeLacy here captured a -rebel battle 


flag, for which act he was presented with 
a medal of honor by Congress. At 
North Anna he. saved the colors of the 
regiment. He rallied tlie company as no 
other man could at Oold Harbor, Lau- 
rel Hill, tiethesda Church, Tolopotomy, 
Spotlyslvania, .Petersburg, "Weldon Rail- 
road, Vaughan Boad, Hatcher's linn, 
Southside lload aud second Hatcher's 
liun. 


"He had command^of the company 


two-thirds oi' the time, and was consid- 
ered by all the boys as their leader, aud 
the company relied more upon him in 
time of battle than upon any other officer 
ot the company. The rest of the officers 
.were either killed, sick-or wounded.' At 
all times DeLacy was kind and looked 
after ihe interests ot tbe company. The 
members of the old One Hundred and- 
Forty-third hold him in the highest es* 
teem for the meritorious service he ren- 
dered his country and 
flag."
